Exhibit  A — Balance  Sheet  presents  the  financial  position  of  the 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  at  the  close  of  business 
December  31,  1956.  We  do  comment  on  specific  items  contained  therein 
as  follows; 

Current  Assets: 

Cash  Receipts  and  Disbursements  were  checked  in  detail  with  bank 
deposits  and  withdrawals.  We  examined  in  detail  cancelled  checks  to 
support  all  disbursements.  The  checking  account  balance  as  at  December 
31,  1956  was  confirmed  by  direct  correspondence.  The  cash  in  office  was 
duly  verified  during  the  course  of  our  examination.  Exhibit  A — Schedule  1 
reflects  the  changes  during  the  year  in  Reserve  Cash,  which  is  deposited 
in  sundry  savings  banks.  This  asset  was  supported  by  bank  pass  books 
and  also  verified  by  direct  correspondence. 

The  Association  expended  $8,415.03  for  relief  purposes  during  the 
calendar  year.  This  compares  with  $8,085,  the  expenditure  for  the  year 
1955.  The  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund  will  reimburse  the  Association. 
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Other  Furuds:  $7,604-. 

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  confirmed  that 
they  held  in  safe  keeping  as  of  January  7,  1957  “Deposit  in  Trust”  certifi- 
cate ^56S  of  the  Association  for  333.32  shares  of  the  Massachusetts  Life 
Fund.  The  value  of  these  shares  at  December  31,  1956  was  $12,666.16. 
The  book  value  of  this  asset  is  $7,604. 

Investments:  $391,126.03. 

The  securities  and  income  thereof  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  a 
separate  report  rendered  to  the  Trustees  of  Charity  Fund.  All  the 
underlying  securities  and  savings  bank  pass  books  were  examined  in  the 
presence  of  the  Trustees  on  December  28,  1956  at  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit 
and  Trust  Company.  All  income  was  traced  to  the  depository  banks. 

Investments  in  Plant:  $540,603.10. 

By  a special  act  of  the  legislature  in  the  year  1880  the  Association  can 
hold  $600,000  in  real  and  personal  property.  Shortly  thereafter  the  Asso- 
ciation voted  to  buy  the  land  of  its  present  site  and  erect  a building  thereon. 
The  present  building  was  appraised  in  1923  for  $528,000  by  two  inde- 
pendent appraisers  and  is  carried  on  the  books  at  that  value.  The  property 
was  assessed  in  1956  by  the  City  of  Boston  as  follows: 


Land  (109,890  square  feet) $549,500

The  above  values  were  used  as  the  basis  of  the  1956  assessment. 
Insurance  is  carried  by  the  Association  as  follows:

In  addition  to  the  above  the  paintings  are  insured  for  $21,220.  The 
Association  also  carries  Workmen’s  Compensation  and  Public  Liabihty 
Insurance.  The  financial  oflScers  are  bonded  in  the  total  amount  of  $35,000. 

Current  Liabilities: 

In  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained  the  current  habilities  were  recorded 
on  the  books  of  account  as  at  December  31,  1956. 
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Loss:  $12,326.22. 

The  loss  from  operations  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1956  is 
reflected  in  detail  in  Exhibit  B. 

As  the  Association  is  to  prepare  in  the  near  future  an  inventory  of 
the  physical  assets,  we  recommend  that  a charge  to  operations  be  made 
each  year  to  extinguish  the  following  assets:  Furniture  and  Fixtures, 
Power  and  Electric  Plant  and  Incinerator. 

We  hereby  certify  that  Exhibit  A fairly  presents  the  financial  position 
of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  as  at  the  close  of 
business  December  31,  1956  and  the  related  statements  of  Profit  and  Loss 
and  Surplus  correctly  disclose  the  result  of  operations  for  the  period  ended 
on  that  date.

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association 
Boston,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

This  marks  the  end  of  another  year  in  the  history  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Charitable  Mechanic  Association,  a truly  great  organization.  We 
have  shown  a loss,  as  you  can  see,  but  it  has  been  kept  to  a minimum.  To 
keep  this  building  in  good  condition  is  a constant  expense,  but  since  most 
of  the  work  is  done  by  the  regular  building  employees,  much  of  the  cost 
is  kept  to  a minimum. 

Prospects  of  rentals  for  the  coming  year  look  very  good,  which  should 
bring  about  a better  financial  statement.  Since  the  Commonwealth 
Armory  and  Boston  Arena  have  gone  into  competition  with  this  building 
a dropping  of  rentals  is  a natural  outcome,  and  an  uncontrollable  one. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Government,  Finance,  and  Building 
Committees  have  been  well  attended,  and  the  members  have  been  most 
co-operative.  As  President,  it  has  been  a pleasure  to  preside  over  these 
bodies,  and  no  success  would  have  been  possible  without  the  diligent 
services  of  these  men. 

For  many  years,  this  Mechanic’s  Building  has  been  the  means  of 
keeping  this  Association  together,  and  your  oflScers  have  given  consider- 
able thought  to  its  future.  The  Board  of  Government  has  authorized  your 
President  to  appoint  a Planning  Committee  whose  purpose  is  to  look  to 
the  future  of  this  Association  and  to  try  to  formulate  plans  for  its  service, 
if  and  when  the  building  is  no  longer  in  existence. 

The  Planning  Committee  is  composed  of  five  men  from  the  Associa- 
tion at  large,  namely:  Past  President  Ralph  Whitcomb,  Chairman,  Past 
President  Justin  A.  Duncan,  James  H.  Vaughan,  Harold  W.  Sprague, 
George  Laing,  plus  the  officers  of  the  Association  serving  ex-officio  — 
Secretary,  Percy  C.  Bond,  Vice-President,  Carroll  H.  Tiffany,  and  your 
President.  If  any  of  the  members  can  come  up  with  any  good  ideas, 
please  pass  them  on  to  this  group. 

At  this  time  it  is  my  sincere  desire  to  express  my  deep  appreciation 
to  Percy  C.  Bond,  George  Laing,  Miss  Horn,  and  Carroll  Tiffany.  With- 
out their  marvelous  co-operation  and  friendly  help,  it  would  have  been 
impossible  to  carry  on  the  duties  of  this  office.

Boston,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Mr.  Dixon.' 

Had  there  been  any  question  in  my  mind  about  the  subject  matter 
of  my  annual  letter  to  the  President,  the  headlines  on  page  one  of  the 
Boston  Sunday  Herald  would  have  prompted  a decision. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  apparent  that  a campaign  has  been  under- 
way for  some  time  not  only  for  a new  auditorium  but  seemingly  to  dis- 
credit Mechanic’s  Building  at  the  same  time.  The  entrance  of  the 
newspaj)ers  into  the  exhibition  field  has  given  us  powerful  competition 
with  which  we  are  imable  to  coj>e.  This  comp>etition  does  not  sell  space 
but  gives  it  away  as  a bonus  for  purchasing  advertising  space  in  the  news- 
papers, thus  building  for  them  lineage  and  prestige.  If  we  could  obtain 
these  shows  our  position  would  be  somewhat  improved  but  the  newspapers 
have  sufficient  influence  to  rent  the  Commonwealth  Armory  for  a sub- 
stantially lower  rent. 

Our  oi)erating  loss  this  year  will  be  about  $12,000.  Other  contributing 
factors  in  addition  to  the  Armory  and  a prejudiced  press  are  the  increased 
use  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  owned  Arena,  and  the  pre- 
ponderance of  municipal  auditoriums  which  are  mushrooming  all  over 
the  nation.  It  is  difficult  for  our  local  convention  bureau  to  sell  outside 
conventions  into  a seventy-five-year-old  building,  when  there  are  dozens 
of  new  facilities  available  in  other  sections. 

A new  commanding  officer  in  the  National  Guard  has  indicated  that 
fewer  shows  will  be  held  in  the  Armory.  This  is  no  guarantee  of  increased 
future  business.  It  is  our  considered  opinion  that  our  position  can  hardly 
improve  very  much  in  the  next  few  years,  and  much  as  we  regret  to  make 
the  statement,  we  feel  that  the  long  range  future  of  the  Association  does 
not  lie  in  this  Building. 

We  are  in  a much  better  position  financially  than  we  were  not  too 
many  years  ago  and  feel  that  we  can  carry  on  for  some  time  without  run- 
ning any  risk  of  disaster.  However,  the  Association  should,  we  believe, 
have  in  mind  some  method  for  easing  the  increasing  burden  put  upon  it 
by  its  real  estate. 

Again,  from  the  Building  employees.  Miss  Horn,  Mr.  Bond,  and 
myself,  our  thanks  to  you  and  your  Board  for  their  excellent  and  willing 
co-operation  during  the  past  year.
